Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. As Applicant agrees, (see remarks, page 3). it would have been obvious to have 
added Edward's DPPC to insulin formulations of Patton. Advantages of adding phospholipids to aerosolized formulations are 
art recognized. While it is accepted that Applicant's declaration shows certain properties of formulations having different ratios 
of DPPC:sodium citrate: insulin, it does not show significant unexpected results as Aplicant claims. The figuers that show 
different "crash out" times are not clearly showing a significant difference. Furthermore. Declaration fails to recite a side-by- 
side comparison of instant formulations with those of the prior art and thus do not overcome the prior art rejection. .
